9. Discussion: On Street Overnight Parking 
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Evan Litwin, 47 Mystic Street 

Evan Litwin appeared before the Board regarding his concerns about the overnight 
parking laws in Arlington. He has discussed this issue with several of his neighbors 
and has come to realize that he is not alone in his frustrations. Ms. LaCourt stated 

she understands his frustrations, but the Town of Arlington only allows overnight parking under extraordinary 

circumstances. Unfortunately, he does not qualify for the 

exemption. 

Mr. Dunn and Ms. Rowe also stated they agree with Ms. LaCourtand suggested he talk 
to neighbors or businesses located near his apartment to see if he could rent a spot for a 
monthlyfee. 

The Board suggested that he can purchase from the Town Treasurer's Office an overnight 
permit for $365.00 peryearforthe municipal lot, and he can also purchase a permit forday 
time parking at $50.00 per month. 

Mr. Dunn stated thatthe Parking Subcommittee is looking into parking in Arlington Center 

and is thinking of experimenting on a trial basis with an idea to permit parking on one side of the street every other 
month in East Arlington He also told Mr. Litwin that we had a Warrant Article inserted in the Town Warrantthis April 
regarding overall parking in the Town. 

Ms. Rowe stated that parking overnight in Town is a very complicated problem, but we are 
looking into it. 

Ms. LaCourt moved no action. SO VOTED (3-0) 

10. Mark Kaepplein Request: Mass. Ave. Corridor Project 
Mark Kaepplein 

Mr. Kaepplein asked the Selectmen to puta ballot question on the ballot for many reasons. 

He feels a ballot question result is more authoritative than online surveys, e-mails, 
papersurveys, petitions and letters. 

Eric Berger, 18 Hamilton Road, spoke about his concerns forthe shared lanes. 

He stated thatthe Mass. Ave. Corridor Project is a great concern to many Arlington 
residents and business owners who have expressed theiropposition and feels itshould 
be put on the ballot. 

Cindy Tollen, 50 Fairmont Street, spoke about her concerns with the Mass. Avenue Corridor and also about the 
wetlands along Boulevard Road. 

Adam Auster, 10 Cottage Avenue, spoke in favor of the Mass. Avenue Corridor Project and stated that there are 
manypeople in East Arlington that are looking forward to the changes. 

Chad Gibson spoke in favor of the Mass. Ave. Corridor Project and stated he has attended every meeting that was 
held regarding the project. 

Ms. Rowe stated it is notan issue to be put on a ballot. She stated she trusts the engineers we have working on the 
project. She realizes not all the businesses and residents agreed, but promised that none of the businesses 
would have to close. 

Mr. Dunn stated he feels thatthe Town has listened to the residents and businesses and is not in favor of putting a 
question on the ballot. 

Ms.LaCourt stated that this project was no different from any other project we have had in 

Town, for example, the reconstruction of Summer Street and Forest Street. We had public meetings concerning 

these projects and we have had more public hearings on Mass. Avenue than any other project in Town. 

Ms. LaCourt moved no action. SO VOTED (3-0)

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that he has advertised for a Deputy Town Manager and will keep the Board informed as the 
process moves along. 

Also, he has hired PeterNaum, a retired Finance Director for the Town of Bedford, MA as a temporary Financial 
Director, three days per week to fill in until a new Deputy Manager is hired. 

Ms. Rowe stated she wants to remind everyone thatTuesday, March 6th is the Presidential Primaryand the polls 
open at7:00 a.m.. 
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Mrs. Rowe stated that in Sunday's Boston Globe there was an article about Arlington being a model for the nation. 

Cindy Bouvier, Arlington's wellness and counseling director, stated the 

district prides itself on targeted funding, spending many thousands of dollars on after-school 

activity priograms. Arlington has a strong parent advocacyfor existing programs and a healthy "built environment". 

Arlington is also reaching outto non-athletes to get them to stay in shape. 

Manystudents use the weights, treadmills, and other aerobic machines alongside the team athletes. Other 
communities in Massachusetts should follow Arlington's lead and make 
children's fitness a priority. 

Ms. Rowe stated that on Thursday, March 8th, from 5:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. the Board of Selectmen is hosting a public 
reception to introduce Arlington's New Town Manager, Adam 

W. Chapdelaine. Residents are invited to attend this reception to be held in the Selectmen's Hearing Room, 2nd 
floor, Town Hall. Light refreshments will be served. 

Mr. Dunn stated that Minuteman School is in the process of developing plans for the rehab/rebuild of its facility. This 
project has significant cost implications for Arlington 

going forward. The school's regional agreement and low sending rates from member towns 
makes the financing planning very difficult. The Long-Term Planning Committee has created 
a committee that will be working with town staff and other town officials to determine whatthe best long range 
strategy for Arlington is in regard to its relationship to Minuteman and its provision ofvocational education in 
general.
